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The Nevada Department of Corrections (NDOC) reports that on Saturday, August 3, 2017 at 
approximately 8:25 AM, Inmate Norman Fye, #18842, died in the Infirmary of High Desert 
State Prison located approximately 30 miles north of Las Vegas, Nevada.  A 54 year old 
male, he was committed from Clark County on July 14, 2011, and was serving 120 months 
to Life with the possibility of Parole for Sexual Assault of Victim under 16.  The Clark County 
Coroner responded. An autopsy will be scheduled per NRS 209.3815. After an exhaustive 
search, no next of kin were located.  The NDOC asks the public for assistance.  If anyone 
knows a member of the family of Norman Fye, please contact 775-350-0037.
